Thé regulations set forth in ACP-16 are to be followed with resnect 
to authorizations and signatures of annlicants on the application. 
However, inasmuch as 2 receiver or liauidator is not eligible to 
receive payments under the Sugar Act of 1937, as amended, sub- 
sections 2B and 22(5) of section © of such regulations should be 
disregarded. 


Unless the county committee has versonal knowledge that ‘each person 
who signs the annlication in a renresentative canacity has the 
proper Authority so to act, such nerson should be reauired to 
submit evidence of his authority, (See ACP-16 and AAA forms 379, 
380, 381, and 382 as to what constitutes acceptable evidence of 
such authority.) , 


It is riot required that a power of attorney of the anvlicable AAA 
form or similar form be secured for substitution, mless the power 
of attorney now on file in the county office is found to be in- 
adequate. : 


No. written evidence as to authority to sign annlications in a 
representative canacity need be attached to the anvlication when 
it is submitted to the State Office for payment.

Part V. Cases Involving Adjustments 
A, Brrors Discovered Before Payment is Made 


1. If it is determined, after submission of an application to 
the State Office (and before nayment is received) that an 
error was made in the nrenarstion of the annlication, the 
State Office shall be requested to return the annlication for 
correction. If necessary, 2 new annlication shall be nre- 
mared. However, in such cases, the original annlication as

B, Handling of Adjustments, Undelivered and Lost Checks, and Refunds

Cases involving adjustments, cases involving checks which 
may not be delivered, failure to locate nayees or refusal of 
payees to accent checks, cases involving lost, stolen, or 
destroyed checks, and cases involving refunds shall be 
handled in accordance with the county office claims pro— 
cedure. Specifically, it should be noted that Standard 
Form No. 1055 (and not Form ACP--103) will be used under the 
sugarcane program for cases of death, disannearance, and 
incompetency, although it must be remembered that claims by 
creditors of a decedent shall not be recognized.
